Nowhere in Us discussion of transcodrng.. however, does Mighdoll describe the creaiion of 
second information based on first network infonnation and comprising both '"displav 
information" and "^defirtitions based on characteristics of the interactive elements " MighdoH's 
described transcoding activities make no mention of transcoding to create defmitions based on 
interactive elements in requested web pages, but rather are primarily directed toward IfI'Ml.. 
error checking for such pages and the reformatting of images/ audio to accommodate a television 
system.
